Company was the Agency of Metehilipatam eatablished in 1611, with 
a subordinate factory at Pettapolu. Armagon, between Nellore and षा. 
८४६, was occupied in 1626, but was evacuated in 1638. In the following 
year territory at Madras was acquired from a local Naick, who wus auh- 
urdinate to the Raja of Vijianagar. The grant was confirmed hy उ 
Ranga Rayalu, Raja of Vijianagar, and à uew settlement was founiled 
in Madraspatnam in 1640, कालो received the name of Fort St. George. 
In 1669 1४ was made & separate Presidency 


When war broke out in Burope in 1740, the English possessions on the 
Coromandel Coast-consisted of Fort St. David and a tract of territory 
around Fort St. Ueorge, soomeuhat more than 6 square miles in extent. 
During the hoetilities betweon England aud France, whieh extended 10 
their respective potessions in India, Madras was captured by Labourdon- 
nais in 1746, एण was restored after the peaco of Aix-la-Ohapeolle. It ia 
unnecesnary here to notioe in detail the military and politieal operations 
ण the Englieh and Frenoh in णड during thin war, or the var vhieh 
broke out two years after tho proclamation of penes. 05 atruggle जडे

aecond aon, MNuhammad Ali, wvas aupported by the English. In the war 
that followed Olivo defended Arcot against the army of Chanda Sahih. 
The French were reduced to great straits, and Ohanda Sahib was com- 
pelled to take refuge with the Raja of Tanjore, by whhom he was murdered. 
Eventually the struggle resulted in the conclusion म 9 Treaty (No. I) 
between the Engliah and एकशालो) in December 1754, subject to confirma- 
tion in Kurope, by whieh Muhammad Ali was practically left Nawab 
of the Carnatic, and tho Engliah and Freneh agreed to reatore all the 
territories they had respectively acquired, excopt cdertuin «pecified places, 
to the Native rulers, aud to put their establiahments on an equal footing. 

Hostilities, whieh in the interval had never entirely ceased, were 
earried on with redoubled vigour after the deelaration गं war between 
England and France in 1766. The French, through their infſuence at 
the Oourt of tho Subadar of the Deccan, had obtained posaession of the 
Northern Circars. They captured Fort 8६. David and laid siege to Mad- 
ras; and the aiege waa raised in February 1769 only by the arrival of 
an English fleet.

Nos. XXV to XXXIII are some of the principal Pngagementae con- 
traoted with the Malabar and Kanarese Ohiefs beforo the invasion of their 
country by Haidar Ali from Mysore. It is unnecescary here to enter 
into any detailed history of these engagementa, and the many similar 
agreemente that wero made before Haidar Ali's conqueat.“ 


Phe Zamorin claimed to be sovoreign paramount over the amaller prin- 
oipalities in the southern distrieta of Malabar, and reduced ०७६ of them 
४० aubordination by {0९९ of arma. This epirit of conquest was one among 
other reasons vhieh led to the invasion of his domiiions by Haidar Ali, 
vho in 1766 reduced the whole eountry from Ohirakkal to Cochin. The 
Ohiefs of Cochin, Kurungott and Randatara, subordinate to the Duteh, 
Freneh, and Englist Companies respectively, भशर allowed to retain their

During the war vhich broke out betiween the Britich Govornment and 
Haidar Ali in 1768, the Malabar Ohiefs, who had taken rofuge in Tra- 
vuncdore and the British territories, reinstated themselvos, and held pos- 
8688107 till 1774, vhen the aouthern Rajas vere again expelled.

The Madras States, taken in the order of their size, importance and 
population, are Pravancore, Cochin, Pudukkottai, Banganapalle and 
Sandur. The Ruler of Banganapalle is à Muslim and those of the other 
four States Hindus. In the States of Travancore, Cochin, Bangana- 
palle and Sandur the administration is carried on by >» Dewan, who 18 
the Ruler's (मं Minister; but in Pudukkottai, during the minority of 
the present Ruler, the administration is being carried on hy a Couneil 
ण Administration subject to the direct control of the Agent to the 
Governor-General, Madras States. In Sandur also, during the minority 
of the Ruler, the administration is carried on by the Dewan undor tho 
supervision of the Agent to the Governor-General.

In 1788, being threatened by Tipu, the Raja entered into an Agree- 
ment (No. I) to allow two battalions of sepoys {0 he atationed on his 
frontioer. In 1789 Tipu attacked the Raja and cruelly devastated the 
Travancoreo Stato.

19 guns. 

In 1871 `& question arose relativo to criminal jurisdiction over 
European British subjects in Travancore, vhieh was claimed by the 
Pravancore Darbar both as an inherent right of aovereignty and also 
as having been admitted by the Britiah Government in 1837, जना 
Europeans, living in Travancore and not एथ ſervants of 6 British 
Government, wero ०९५1४7९0 to be subject to the laws of that Btate. 
The Darbar was informed that, having regard both ४० the position of 
the Britiah Government as the paramount power in India and to 168 
treaty engagements with Travanodore, tho position assumed by the Btate 
could not be 6607199. When the jurisdiction of Pravancore was 
redognised in 1859, there were difficulties in the way of trying in Pritish 
courts Turopean Britiseh subjects, other than servants of Government, 
for offences committed in Indian States. These difficulties had gubeso- 
quently been removed by legislation, and the alteration of the lav 
required 8016 correaponding alteration in the hitherto prevailing 
0796४166. 

The Darbar, howevor, further argued that any mòdifieation of एप 
1878 could not affect 1४8 overeign juriadietion, and urged other conaider- 
ations in cupport of its pocition. Finally, in oonsideration of speciul oir-

In connection with the Periyar irrigation project, vhereby vwater 18 
diverted from the river Periyar in the Travancore State into certain 
Madras distriets for irrigation purposes, an Indenture (No. VIII) was 
made in 1886 between the Maharajs and the Seoretary of State, whereby 
cortain territory in the State wasdeased for 999 years at 9 yearly rent 
of 6.8. 42, 464- 13.6. The rent was to he dedueted from the tribute pay- 
2016 by the Maharaja to tho Governments of India or Madras, धात pay- 
ment ण it was not to begin till 12 months after the date on vhich the 
waters of the Periyar should have been diverted into British territory. 


In 1899 the Maharaja ceded to the Britih Government full and 
exclusivo power and juriadiction of every णवे over the 19748 lying 
within his State, whieh were, or might thereaftor be, ocoupied by the 
Shoranur-Cochin Railway (No. IX) and the Tinnevelly-Quilon Railway 
ſthe Travancore Branch of the South Indian Railway) (No. उ). In 
1901 an indenturo was made between the Secretary ot State and the 
South Indian Railway Company for the construction and working, 
Among others, of the line connecting Tinnevelly vith Quilon. The 
Darbar have under-written the Secretary of State's guarantee of intereet 
on the debentures for the portion of the line lying in Travancore territory. 


In 1900 the Darbar undertook to obtain all opium required for ००- 


sumption in the Stato from the Government store houses in tho Madrus 
Presidency. | | | १ 
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In 1903 the Darbar entered into an agreement with the Hyderabad 
Government for the mutual waiving of elaims on account of expenditure 
inourred in connection with the subsistence and transit of accused per- 
sons and cattle surrendered एर the one State to the other. In 1904 9 
similar arrangement was made with the Madras Government and the 
States of Mysore, Cochin, Pudukkottai, Banganapallo and Sandur. 


Under Article 14 of the Interportal Trade Convention of 1865 (No. 
VI) the Darbar was entitlod to import duty-free salt from Bombay. A 
slight modification of this arrangement was made in 1901, कलशो the 
Government of India gave their consent to the Darbar importing 4, 000 
maunds of salt 8 year, free of duty, from the Tuticorin factories on 
certain conditions (No. XI). This amount was inereased, for special 
reasons, to 6, 000 maunds for the year 1904-05 only. 


In 1910 the Darbar leased (No. XII) to the Secretary of State in 
perpetuity seven parcels of land, being the premisèes of the Residenecy 
bungalovw, office, Assistant Agent's bungulow ete., at Trivandrum, to- 
gether with all the buildings and erections thereon, ण ४ yearly rent 
of Rs. 7,200.

In the same year the Government of India consented, subject to 
certain conditions, to the import of Jaffna tobacco into Travancore 8६ ४ 
lower duty (8.

In the same year, the Darbar having agreed to give up the eultiva- 
tion ग ganja within the State and to obtain its supplies मि the store 
houses in the Madras Presidency, the Government of Madras एतश, 
णा certain conditiona, to grant a rebate of three-fourthe of the duty on 
ganja purchased by the Darbar from the Madras storo houses. The ar- 
rangement was to be in 10766 for & period of ten years from the 16४ April 
1910. In 1920, on the expiry of this atipulated period, the arrangement 
8 revised, and the Darbar vas granted 8 rebate of the whole duty ग 
ganja purchased by the Darbar, a fixed eharge of Re. 3 शः seer to oovor 
the cost of aupervision, manufacture ete.,, boing dedueted thorefrom. 
This arrangement, vhich was in foree for & period of 6 years, was again 
revised in 1026, and the १ॐ९ charge of Re. 8 was reduced to 28. 2-6-0, 
vhich is to be in force for 6 years from the 18४ April 1926. 

In 1908 the Government of India sanctioned the coneatruetion of a 
Reasidency on the Travancore High Range. The building was erected 
in 1910: and in 1913, by an Indenture (No. XIII) the Darbar leased to 
the Secretary of 8४४४6 the land on vhich it was built. This Recidency 
was sold in 1926 to the daughter of tho Maharani Regent, under a deod 
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1" 1913 the Government 0 Madras agreed, ७०0]९७४ ४) oertain condi- 
tions, to अपा duty-freo Tuticorin अनह for consumption in the Btato. 
In 1914 म wastage allowance not oxoseding 4 per oent. क्र 9४ granted on 
the total quantity of aalt obtained under this concescion. In 1020 tho 
tornis for the aupply of aalt were 7651890. 


In 1914 the Darbar and the Socretary 0 State entered into an Ar- 
rangement (No. XIV for the consſtruction and working of the Quilon- 
Trivandrum extension of the Tinnevelly-Quilon (Travancore) Railway: 
and the Maharaja oeded (No. XV) {णा and exclusivo power and juris- 
diction of evory 0 ovor the 18006 within the Stato कणादो were, or 
might thereafter be, occupied by it. In 1016 an indenture was made 
between the Secretary of State and the South Indian Railway Company 
for the construetion and working of the extension. 


From very early times tho right of collecting भा rents, customs, pro- 
fite and produce of भा denominations in the two British enelaves of 
Anjengo and Tangasseri used to be leased out to tho Darbar under agree- 
70670६8, the conditions of which varied from time to time. In 1006 4 nev 
indenture was made between the Darbar and the Collector of Anjengo, 
by which the Darbar was given exclusive privileges in respecet of the 
rovonueo administration of liquor, opium, salt, customs and the ferry of 
Mirankadavu, for one year, for an aggregate money consideration of 
Ræ. 7, 000. In 1907 the indenture was renewed, ou the 88716 terma, in 
the 18116 of the Secretary of 3४७८९, In 1916 the amount of the Anjengo 
and Tangasseri lease was raised to 28. 10, 000, and in 1918 the revenues 
from the Ohenipavu ferry in Anjengo were also ineluded in the 19886 
and transferred to ४९ Darbar (No. XVI). This indenture is now 
being renowod annually on theso texms. 


In 1919, the Darbar having construeted cortain nev huildings for 
tho Residenoy Hospital at Trivandrum, the rental of the Residency 16886 
vwas enhanced (No. XVII) णि Re. 44 per annum. 


Maharaja Rama. Varma died on the 7Tth August 1924 and was auo-

Pradition १४६९३ the history 0 Cochin, or Perumpadappu Swaroo- 
pam“, from the time ग the dismemberment of the Perumal's Empire र 
Kerala, काला took place about the 7 Century A. D. Thoe last of that 
line, familiarly known as ४06 ^ Oheraman Perumals“, divided his 
Kingdom amongst his nephew and son and his Ohief nobles. The 
nephew, vhose name appears to havoe been Rauma Varma, vwas given the 
Impeorial Orown, now kept in the Stato Treaſsury, and the Imperial 
Capital Tiruvanchikulam, and becamo the first Perumpadappu Mup- 
pu“ णा King of Cochin. He was also invested with some sort of all- 
RKerala supremacy, both temporal aud spiritual, veatiges of काटो, re- 
mained even 80 late as the period of the Portuguese. 


As in British Malahar and Travancore, the Marumakkathayam law 
of auccession is followed in Cochin. The Ruler of Cochin elaimas to be 
the legal heir ग the last of the Perumals, and still holds the emblem गं 
Imperial suzerainty in Rerala, which his ancestor the Perumal used to 
enjoy. He belongs to the Kahatriya caste. The family consisted of ſivo 
collatoral branches, the eldest member of thess ſive branches becoming 
6116 Perumpadappu Muppu“ or Raja of Cochin. At one period aue- 
९688107 to the throne was limited to à particular branoh, the Elayna 
Tavashi: and this in later days led to internal dissensions. Cochin 
066870९ the headquarters of the ruling family about the middle of the 
fourteenth century 


Pheo characteristie feature of the centuries immediately preceding the 
advent of the Portuguese is the continued enmity between the Rajs of 
Cochin and the Zamorin of Calicut vho, originally owing allegianceo to 
the Raja, was desirous of obtaining for himself the all-Kerala cuser- 
ainty exercised by Cochin: भात 1४ was this more than anything else 
which led to the waning णं the auserainty of Cochin, and also explains 
to a certain extent the warm reception that the Portuguese received in 
Cochin. 


Phe Portuguese landed + Cochin in 1600, कौश) the Raja resol vod to 
do everything possible to help them, and gave them large warehouses 
at Cochin. Permission was aubsequently granted to thom to build ४ 
faetory. Thereupon the Zamorin invaded Coohin, 00४ was ७8811 re- 
pulsed by Cochin with the help of the new allies. In return for the 
86791068 rendered by the Portuguese, the Raja permitted them to buiſd 8 
wooden fort in 1608 4nd granted them a site not far from his palace in 
Cochin. This, the firat Puropean fort to bo built in India, was pulled 
down in 1606 and à atronger one of atone ereoted in 1४8 atead, with the 
apecial pormission of tho Raja. The Portuguese rondered him valuable 
help in ehecking the inroads of the Zamorin and in gubduing his turbul- 
ent Nobles and Chiefa. In recognition of their aorvices, and to augment 
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his ovn revenue, कभरशाछा condesions were granted ४0 them, all caleuluted 
to develop ४९ trade of Cochin. Tho mutual friendahip and good-vwill 
thus begun continued for well over 9 century. Whon, however, the 
Portuguese grow in power and wealth, they played false to Cochin by 
espousing the cause of her enemies. This led to the advent of tho 
Duteh. 


Pheo legitimate heir to the Cochin masſnad found that the Portuguese 
were favouring his enemies. Aa he was by himself not powerful enough 
to oust the Portuguese and their allies from his State, he proceeded to 
Colombo and sought the help ग the Duteh, then the most important Euro- 
pean power in the ४5६. The Duteh gladly aceepted the invitation. 
The Raja died on his way back to Cochin, bequeathing his unstable 
musnad to his brother Vira Kerala Varma. The united action of Vera 
RKerala Varma and the Duteh forced the Portuguese to retire from 
Cochin in 1668, जाना the Duteh were allowed to occupy Cochin with भा 
the rights and privileges whieh ४6 Portuguese had been enjoying. 


With the help of the Duteh, Vera Kerala Varma forced almost णा 
the Feudatory Ohiefs to return to their allegiance to him. The [पालो at 
7४४ assumed the poliey of non-interference. Taking advantage of this 
the Zamorin marched againat Oochin and captured a portion of the 
territory. The Duteh were therefore forded to alter their policy भात्‌ 
render assistance to the Raja. The Zamorin was compolled to restore to 
Oochin in 1717 the territory then occupied by him and to live in friend- 
801} with Cochin. | 

Cochin was 710६, however, long allowed ४० enjoy 2९४९९. (९ ^" Trip- 
pappi Swaroopamꝰ (Travancore), then & minor power in the south, was 
५8४ growing in importance under the lead of Raja Martanda Varma.

In 1812 the 8४६६९ was found to be heavily involved in debt. (गमान) 
Munro, the Britisn Resident, assumed the duties of Diwan in 1812, भात 
in August 1813 his Assistant, Oaptain Blacker, was nominated as 
Diwan. During their administration many important and aalutary re- 
formsa were introduced in evory Department of the State, includingea 
Revenus Survey and Settlement. The subsidy was reduced to 
Rs. 2,00,000, in January 1819. 

Vera Kerala Varma died in 1828 and wus succeeded by his nephew

Rama Varma died in 1888 and was auceeeded by his brother Vera 
— Varma, vho died in 1896 and was auoceeded by his cousin Rama

The Madras Government sanotionod 
the supply of ganja to the Darbar at a fixed rato for 6 years from the 
18४ April 1926, and agroed to grant a rebate of duty ग) certain terms. 
The Madras Government have 8180 sanctioned the supply of opium, duty 
free, with effect from the 19 April 1927. 


In 1903 the Darbar entered into an agreement with the Hyderabad 
Government for the mutual waiving of elaims on account of expenditureo 
incurred in connection with the subsistence and transit of ४९९०8६९ per- 
8008 and cattle surrendered by the one State to the other. A aimilar 
agreement was made with the Madras Government and the States of 
Mysore, Travancore, Pudukkottai, Banganapalle and Sandur in 1904 


In 1909 the Darhar leased (No. XXVIII) to the Secretary of State in 
perpetuity the land, एलाह the premises of the Resideney at Bolghotty, 
together with भा the buildings and erections thereon, for & yearly rent of 
Re. 6,000 

Ovwing to advancing age, 7९9} 9 Rama Varma abdicated on the वध्री 
December 1914, in favour of his cousin the present Maharaja Ramna

In 1921 the hereditary title of Maharaja was conferred (No. XXIX) 
on the Ruler of Cochin. 

Phe most important question that has recently engaged the attention 
of the Darbar is the improvement गं Cochin Harbour. The Madra« 
Government, aftor making the neéesaary arrangements for its oxecution 
in consultation vith the Darbar, considered it advisable to भशर in the

The area ग Cochin is 1, 4174 aquare miles; the population, according 
to the 0९5०8 ot 1921, 9708, OSO; and the revenne, excluding the princi- 
pality ot OGranganur, Ro. 16, 88, 468. 
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(06 Military 1०९९5 of the 81916 consist (1926) ०४ 19 cavalry, 361 
infantry 920 11 artillery men with 4 servioeable guns. 

Cochin was at 98४ under the control ग tho Madras Govorament, but 
in 1792 was traneforred ४० that of the Government of Bombay. In 1800 
it was again placod under the Madras Government, and continued to be 
80 until 1923, vhen the 8४४६९ was brought into direct political relationa 
with the Government of India, through the Agent to the Governor- 
General, Madras States. 


214 MADRAS STATEBS-PUDUKXOTTAI. 


The Pudukkottai State is zurrounded by the Britieh dietricts of Tan- 
jore, Trichinopoly and Ramnad. The British Government has no treaty 
with the State and the Raja 18 eempt from tribute. 


The first connection of the Britian Government with this Ohief, then 
usually ceallod Tondaiman, appesrs to have been formed at the siege of 
Trichinopoly in 1752, when he assisted the British Army in obtaining 
supplies. Subsequently 06 gave aid in the wars with Haidar Ali and 10 
the operations against the rebellious usurpers of the large z2umindari of 
Sivnganga, in the Ramnad distriet, after the cession of the Carnatic. 
In 1803 the Chief solicited favourable consi leration to ४ claim to the 
fort and distriet of Kilanelli situated in the southern part of Tanjore. 
He based his नभा on a grant hy Pratap Singh, Raja of Tanjore, and 
engagements afterwards entered into by Colonel Braithwaito, General 
Coote aud Lord Macartney, on the faith of which he had re-taken the 
णि from Haidar Ali. FEventually the Government of Madras granted 
(No. XXX) to him the fort and diestriet of Kilanelli in 1808. The 
grant was afterwards confirmed hy the Court of Directors, subject to the 
condition that the district chould not be alienated, and that it ahould 
revert to the एतशा Government पणा proof being given that the 
:nhahitants were subjected to any oppressive system of management. 
The grant was also made aubject to the yearly tribute of an elephant; 
hut this was never insisted upon, and in 1836 was formally remitted. 


Raja Vijaya Raghunatha Tondaiman died in 1807, and was succeeded 
by his 807 Vijaya Raghunatha Rai Tondaiman, during whose minority 
the Resident at Taenjore exereised superviaion over the affairs of the 
State. The Raja was placed in charge of the administration about 1817. 
He died in 1825 and was aucceeded hy his brother Raghunatha Tondai- 
01811. vho died in 1899 and was succeeded by his con Ramehandra Ton- 
daiman. During his minority the administration was at first con- 
dueted एक the widow of Raghunatha Tondaiman, assisſsted by two 
Ministers; hut in 1841, in consequenee of representations of injustice 
made by relations of the Raja, the Resident at Tanjore was directed to 
reside at Pudukkottai as much aa posscible during the minority, and to 
zuperintend and control the administration, tho conduet of कालो was 
to be entrusted, as before, to the 1018६878 of the Raja. 


In the 88706 year the Resideney at Tanjore vas abolished, and the 
Political charge of Pudukottai was entruated to the Collector of Madura. 


After Ramchandra Tondaiman had attained his majority, the Gov- 
ernment of Madras were obliged to warn him against his reckleas course 
of living, and interposed to 60607 his eoxpenditure. They also tempor- 
arily wiihdrew from the Raja the शार ग" His Excellencey“, कालो 
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1" 1924 both the Representativo Assembly and the Legislativo Ad- 
vieory Oouneil, काल had been created in 1902 and 1914 reepectiveoly, 
wero abolished aud ॐ ainglo body ealled the Legislativo Council कथ 
formed 


In 1927 the Darbar executed à Deed (No. XXXII) ceding full and 
exclusive jurisdiotion of every kind over the lands in the State जानो 
wereo, or might thereaftor be, occupied by the Arantangi-Manamadurai 
and Trichinopoly-Karaikkudi branches of the South Indian Railvway.
